Won Fame as Globe Trotter, as Author of Forty Books and 
as Promoter of Union Pacific Railroad 
and Credit Mobilier. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 19—Citizen’ George 
Francis Train died last night from heart 
disease at Mills Hotel, No. 1, where he 
has lived for some years. He was born 
in Boston March 24, 1829. 

Heart disease, from which he died, fol- 
lowed an attack of nephritis. 

Mr. Train was one of the most pictur- 
esque figures in the history of America. 
Only a year ago, when he was 74 years old, 
he dictated the remiiniscences of his 
extraordinary career and the result was 
published in book form. Summarized in 
his own curious fashion, this contained the 
following information about his career: 

“Shipping clerk, 16; manager, 18; partner. 
in Train & Co., 20, with an income 
of $10,000. Established firm of George 
Francis Train & Co., Melbourne, Australia, 
183; agent White Star Line, income $90.-
